Some Opposition to the 
New Treaty. 


The Cleveland Administration's 
Work of Art, . 


It Does Not Please the Pacific 
Coast People. 


The Republican Congressmen Emphatic in 
Denouncing the Changes—Repre- 
sentative Maguire, a Dem- 
ocrat, Also Disagrees.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—Some sur- 
Prise is manifested in administration 
circles at the opposition that has al- 
ready developed to the new’ Chinese 
treaty. “‘The new treaty,’’ saitl one of 
those who spoke for the State Depart- 
ment, “is the outcome of months of 
patient work and skiilful negotiation, 
and it was hoped that the State De- 
partment had succeeded at last in set- 
tling in.a manner entirely satisfactory 
the question of regulating Chinese im- 
migration. 

“For nearly ten years this question 
has been a source of trouble and the 
public has surely appreciated the dan- 
ger to which the country has been ex- 
posed of a total severance of friendly 
relations with China, with the probable 
loss of our valuable commercial rela- 
tions with that country. The corres- 
pondence which has passed during that 
time between the State Department 
and the diplomatic representative of 
the Chinese government, however, make 
this very clear, for the Chinese have 
used some severe language in charg- 
ing our government with a deliveruce 
violation of treaties. 

“So, in negotiating the treaty now be- 
fore the Senate, before ratification the 
administration felt. it had achieved 
some very desirable results, for not 
only had it set at rest the morally 
sound complaint of China, but had at 
the same time preserved in the form of 
sacred treaty obligations all the re- 
strictive features of the existing Chi- 
nese restrictive laws, that in the opin- 
ion of the department were worthy of 
perpetuation.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—About 
March 1 the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue sent a circular lette? to each 
of the sixty-threc internal revenue co!- 
lectors in the United States, directing 
them to report at once the number 
of Chinamen in their district who had 
applied to register under the act of 
May 5, 1892, as amended by the act 
of November 3, 1893, and whether there 
would be a general compliance with the 
laws. About fifty of the collectors have 
already replied, and, with the exception 
of one collector, who does not answer 
the last question, all the reports state 
that the Chinese are disposed to reg- 
ister as the laws direct.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—Proba-

Such, for instance, is said to be the 
Statement that the .reaty opens the 
way to fraud that it will permit Chi- 


| nese who leave the United States, with 


the express determination to return, 
to sell their papers to other Chinese, 
and thus keep up a stream of immigra- 
tion. As a matter of fact, the treaty 
enforces the closest collection at im- 
migration ports, and the officers may 
fraine their regulations regarding iden- 


| tity of Chinese returning to America 


with such completeness as to make it 
absolutely impossible for any substitu- 
tion to take place and thus insure the 
country against further immigration 
of Chinese. 

As to the objection that has been 
mace to the t ¥-provision allowing 
the Chinese go ent to piace simi- 
lar restrictions, the immigra- 
tion of American’?TaBorers into China, 
it is urged by the friends of the treaty 
that no great hardship will be worked, 
for, in the first place, it is doubtful 
whether the Chinese government ever 
will exercise the power it reserves in 
this particular; and, in the’ second 
place, there are probably not more 
than two score American laborers in all 
China at this time who would be af- 
fected, even should the section be made 
operative. 

The Pacific delegation in Congress 


are eagerly discussing its terms, of 


which all the information they have 
is the report published in the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatches. Representa- 
tive Geary of California, the author 
of the Geary act, said he expected to 
read the treaty carefully during the 
day. Until then he would. give no 
opinion on its effect on the Geary law 
and its general effect in admitting Chi- 
nese. e Republicans were very em- 
phatic in condemning the treaty. 


Representative Bowers of California, 


said: ‘“‘This treaty is a part of the 
general sympathy of the present ad- 
ministration with the Chinese. The 
theory of the Geary law was sharply 
restrictive, and the theory of this 
treaty is to nullify the restriction.” 
Representative Hilborn, who was 
United States District Attorney during 
the first prosecution of the Chinese 
ander the original exclusion law, said 
of the new treaty: “The reported feat- 
ures of the new treaty providing that 
American laborers in China shall reg- 
ister is meaningless, as we have not 
more than fifty American Jaborers in 
that country. If there was to be any 
reciprocity it should have been in pro- 
tecting Americans in China. “ur Leo- 
ple, missionaries and others, take their 
lives in their own hands when they go 
twenty miles into the interior of China. 
The country will never grant us the 
protection she asks for her people in this 
country. The proposed treaty will be a 
great shock to the Pacific States.” 
Representative Maguire (Dem.) said: 
“Insofar as the treaty in any way 
changes the present provisions for Ch- 


nese exclusion, which represent the 1e- 


sult of twelve years’ experience, I am 
opposed to it. I think the treaty 
should unqualifiedly recognize and up- 
hold all present laws on the subject of 
Chinese immigration. I can see no 
objection to having China establish 
and maintain registration laws apply- 
ing to our citizens in China, norto those 
we have applied to her citiz»ns in 
this country.” 

Representative Wilson of Washing- 
ton said: “After battling for yéars for 
an adequate restriction’ law, the pres- 
ent pro-Chinese and pro-British ed- 
ministration has overridden the law 
and has not only gone into the business 
of aiding the Chinese to invade my 
State, but has also made contracts 
with British coal firms across the bor- 
der from my State and in competition 
with our people.”

There are all sorts of stories afloat 
as to the President's disposition toward 
the bill. and some have gone to the 
length of reciting that he has already 
prepared a veto message. If this be 
true. he has not taken the members 
of the Cabinet into his confidence. and 
at the meeting today the subject was 
discussed from a’! points of view, with 
es, distinct impression in the minds of 
the members of the Cabinet that the 
President is still open to conviction. 
He has up to. and including, . next 
Thursday to make up his mind what 
to do with the bilb, and there are indi- 


cations that he proposed to use most 


of this time in thoughtful consideration 
of the matter. It is certain he has com- 
mitted h'mself to no man as respecting 
his action on the bill. 

It is noticeab‘e that some of the com- 
munications received, urging a _ veto, 
concede that, owing to the slow forma- 
tion of popular opinion, the result may 
be a temporary party loss at the polls, 
but they insist that in the end the 
sound and conservative course they ap- 
prove will surely be rewarded by pop- 
ular support. This’ view is strongiy 
expressed in the communications from 
the South, which, in some cases, ad- 
jure the President to follow the line 
of conduct pursued by him in making 
the tariff issue. The comparatively few 
appeals for the signing of the Dill, as 
a rule. are based on the p’‘ea that 
it will do no htrm, and is absolutely 
demanded to insure the party unity 
and the control of the next House.

ST. LOUIS, March 23.—A series of 
forgeries of the most remarkable- kind 
has been unearthed in this city, and 
detectives are hot at work upon it. At 
least eight banks have suffered, and 
probably more. The aggregate of the 
forged paper will reach $20,000, all of 
) which sum has gone into the pockets 
of a gang of professionais who have 
succeeded by the use of a system never 
before equaled, the principle of which 
was the securing ot genuine Dblanks 
and full Knowledge of the serial num- 
bers, by which knowledge they were 
able not only to minimize the danger 
in uttering, but also delay detection. 


public and Citizens’ Bank admit suffer- 
ing losses, but individually state. that 
no one bank will lose a large sum. 

- As near as can be learned, ali the 
forgeries were committed last Friday 
and Saturday. The only banks which 
acknowledge suffering are those named, 
but practical assent was given ‘to in- 
quiries made at five other banks, and 
it is probable that more were visited. 
Of the alleged drawers of the forged 
checks, the signature of F. E. Little 
& Co., feather-dealers, and Julius Lab- 
sap, a wholesale clothier, are known to 
have been forged, in addition to that 
of the C. W. Melcher Machine Com- 
rany. 

AS an instance of the work of the 
gang in less than an hour after the 
call of the alleged printing-house rep- 
resentative upon Mir. Melcher, a $500 
check, bearing C. W. Melcher’s signa- 
ture, and being an exact duplicate in 
engraving and printing of the green 
ehecks of the firm, was presented at 
the Continental Bank and paid. It had 
all been previously prepared except the 
serial number, which - was suppHed at 
the last moment for the reason stated. 
It happened to be four numbers out 
of the way by the time the forger 
reached the bank, but this was close 
enough for the purpose of the swin- 
*dlers. 

In the case of Julius Labsap, another 
of the victims of the gang, not only 
was the signature of Mr. Labsap clev- 
erly forged, but the forger was very 
familiar with his business. The forged 
check was honored promptly. Wood & 
Co. printed the checks for the Melcher 
Machine Company, and F. E. Little & 
Co. are also very much interested in 
having the guilty parties run down. 

The number of persons in the gang 
of forgers is supposed to be not e::- 
ceeding three, but their knowledge of 
banking and business methods and the 
versatility of their autograph artist are 
admittedly ample. Their preparations 
were elaborate and consumed some 
time, but when ready, their haul was 
made with astonishing rapidity. As 
“only a few of their checks have been 
passed upon by the alleged drawers, 
it is impossible to say how much the 
forgers took, but not less than $20,000. 

The forgers first took account of the 
fact that checks+ drawn by business 
houses are written usually upon the 
firm’s own lithographed heading; pro- 
tected by numbers on check and stub. 
' The forgers, therefore, not only coun- 


victims, but numbered their checks 
-close to the numbers of the checks then 
running with each victimized firm. 
To get this latter opportunity to see 
the genuine check-books was accom- 
plished in various ways. In one case, 
that of the Charles W. Melcher Ma- 
chine Company, whose signature was 
forged to a check for $500, a young 
man stating that he represented the 
printing-house which lithographed the 
firm’s checks, asked permission to see 
their check-book, as he was sent out to 
trace up books alleged to have been 
badly lithographed.

Leo XIM Says the Mission of the Papacy is 
Not to Attack Princes.

Cable.) The encyclical let- 
ter addressed to the bishops 
of Poland, Russia, Austria and Prussia 
was published here today. His Holi- 
ness says in brief that the mission of 
the papacy is not to teach anything

RIOTOUS. 


Hungarians Excited by Louis 
 Kossuth’s Death. 


A Popular Outbreak Calls for the Police and 
Military Action—Students March 
On the Palace—The King 
Threatened.

BUDA PESTH, March 23.—(By At- 
lantic Cable.) Many citizens who do 
not wish to incur trouble from the 
students and sympathizers who last 
night smashed the windows of houses 
showing no mourning decorations in 
honor of the late Louis Kossuth, are 
yielding to pressure and placing 
mourning emblems on their houses. 

Crowds gathered on the squares this 
afternoon where students made vio- 
lent addresses, denduncing the govern- 
ment for allowing Kossuth to die in 
exile. Discovering that the draped 
flags which they placed in the theaters 
last night had been removed, they 
declared their intention of replacing 
them. The authorities, in anticipation 
of trouble, had the whole city police 


from neighboring elties, together with 
the military. 
barracks, ready for an emergency. 
tention to the criminal classes, who 
are taking advantage of the occasion 
to foment riots, and a number of the 
most violent of them were placed under 
arrest. In spite of all precautions, it 
is not expected to get through with- 
out serious conflict and considerable 
blcodshed. 

Great mobs, led by students, gathered 
in front of the Parliament House) in- 
sisting that Parliament was not suffi- 
ciently honoring the dead patriot. They 
finally znade a rush for the doors. A 
sharp engagement with the police fol- 
lowed'and nuymerous charges were nec- 
essary before the crowd was forced 
back.. The House of Deputies, all 
wearing emblems of mourning, met, 
and, amid a most impressive scene, 


tude for Kossuth’s services, and, as 
a mark of further respect, adjourned 
till after the funeral. 

The Journalists’ Club was also threat- 
ened by a riotous mob, and the people, 
headed by the students, became so vio- 
lent and demonstrative that the police 
were compelled to fire with blank cart- 
ridges upon the mob, and to make sevy- 
eral charges, scattering the crowd, 
wounding a number of people and mak- 
ing many arrests. 

Shortly after dark crowds began to 
gather in certain cafes and other places 
of public resort. Soon the crowds took 
the street, where their numbers were 
rapidly augmented and began a meeting 
in a rtotous manner. The mob was dis- 
persed. The black flag had been 
hauled down again after the military 
had succéeded in driving the crowd 
from the vicinity of the building, and 
when this news spread it excited the 
deepest indignation among the popu- 
lace. 

Then Andrassy Strasse and other 
streets in the vicinity were filled. with 
a mob. Some one in the crowd began 
to throw stones, while others hurled 
insulting epithets at the troops and 
police. The cavalry and police charged 
with drawn swords. Mhe mob resisted 
and stubbornly defended every inch of 
ground. The soldiers and police had 
their hands full, and it looked, after 
the first charge, as though the rioters 
would turn the tables. Again and 
again the crowd was charged. After 
the second charge they began to give 
way a little in the direction of the river, 
keeping up a fire of stones on the 
troops and police. 

It was not until several charges were 
made that the mob began to break up. 
Soldiers and police used their swords 
unsparingly and many rioters were. so 
badly injured that it was necessary to 
remove them to the hospital. 

During the night the authorities re- 
ceived information that the students 
and their supporters intended to cross 
the river to Buda for the purpose of 
hoisting a black flag on the palace 
of the King of Hungary. The royal pal- 
aice stands but a short distance from the 
two great. bridges, whicn span the 
Danube from Pesth. Both uppreaches 
to these bridges and the ‘rides proper 
were occupied by a strong furce of cav- 
alry, unders orders to prevent any 
crowd from passing ver. Measures 
were taken to prevent the mob from 
crossing the river in boats. 

Late at night a crowd proceeded to 
the Ketten bridge, the one nearest the 
palace, but was turned back by the 
cavalry without much trouble. Some 
of the mob shouted: “The King shall 
pay for this,”’ showing ‘<hat was the 
intention of the mob to pro:seed to the 
palace and hoist a mourning emblem.

Counsel for Mayor Van Horn and the Com- 
missioners Concludes Argument.

ex-Convict Fredericks. 


The Assassin Had Called for the 
Bank’s Ready Money. 


Bodies Pound at Sausal Prokebly Identified— 
A Boy Accidentally Kills Another— 
E. Lehman Rearrested 
After Being Freed.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 23.—-A man 
went into the branch bank of the San 
Francisco Savings Union, which is situ- 
ated at the corner of Market and Polk 
streets, about 9:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. He presented a written demand 
for money to Cashier William A. Her- 
rick. The demand was refused, where- 
upon the desperado murdered the cash- 
ier and fied. but was captured a few 
blocks away. The note presented to 
the murdered cashier read as follows: 

Mr. “Cashier, Sir: After considerin 
my deplorable condition, I am. ccn- 
vinced that this life Is not worth living 
without liberal means, and, therefore, 
I am resolved to make one more effort 
to self-help, to, sustain my miserable 
existence, Should you not comply with 
my demand, I am compelled to em- 
ploy my last remedy, a bottle of nitro- 
glycerine, and to bury myself under 
the’ ruins of this building, blasted to 
everlasting nothingness. 

Yours respectfully, 

A DESPONDENT MAN. 

This note was penned in red ink, and 
at ‘the bottom was rudely sketched a 
skull and crossbones. After glancing 
at the document the cashier returned it 
to the man with a shake of his head. 
The man quickly drew a revolver and 
fired, but his aim was bad. Herrick 
seized his pistol, which lay beside his 
desk. The cashier and desperado fired 
at each other almost simultaneously. 
The former missed, but the latter’s 
second shot found its mark,/the bullet 
passing into Herrick’s heart. As the 
murderer turned to flee Book-keeper C. 
S. Melvin drew a. pistol and sent a 
number of bullets after him, two of 
which, it was afterward discovered, 
took effect. 

The assassin was pursued from the 
scene by a large crowd of people, amony 
them a quartette of police officers. The 
fugitive jumped into a wagon and drove 
up a blind alley, but he was so hotly 
pursued that he was forced to abandon 
this method of escape and jump over & 
fence into a vacant yard, where he 
was captured. 

Upon the prisoner were found two 
45-caliber pistols, a belt full of car- 
tridges and a dirk-knife, a razor and 
a a such as is used to ignite dyna- 
mite. 

He was. taken to the city prison, 
where he gave his name as Fred Bor- 
nement, and said he came here froin 
Denver last week. He had been sert- 
busly wounded by Melvin's bullets, 
one striking his temple near the eye, 
the other lodging in his left. shoulder. 
It was not long before the police recog- 
nized in their prisoner a desperate 
criminal, for whom the authorities 
throughout the State have been search- 
ing for some time. He proves to be 
none other than the notorious Freder- 
icks, an ‘ex-convict, who was at one 
time, a confederate of the bandit Chris 


ans. 

He killed Sheriff Pasco of Nevada 
county, and subsequently killed South- 
ern Pacific Brakeman Benjamin Pruce, 
and is the man who supplied the arms 
to George Sontag and his companions 
at the time they made their futile ai- 
tempt to escape from prison. Fred- 
ericks’s last victim, Cashier Herrick, 
- | years of age. He resided in Oak- 
and. 

The murderer, when accused by the 
police of being William Fredericks, ad- 
mitted his identity, saying that he 
knew it was only a question of a short 
time when it would be discovered. The 
prisoner is a slightly-bullt man about 
22 years of age. “I_had been planning 
that raid for two weeks,” he said. “I 
wanted money and that was the only 
way I knew to get it. I looked among 
all the banks and selected the one on 
Market. street, because ih was less 
guarded than any of the others. I 
knew that only two men worked there. 
When I went into the place I had a 
bottle in one hand and was smoking a 
cigarette. .I- handed @ note-to the 
cashier and told him that unless he did 
as I orderéd I would blow up the bank, 
at’ the same time showing: him the 
bottle, to which a fuse was attached. 
I told him the bottle contained nitro- 
glycerine, but there was nothing in it 


| except alcohol. 


“He read the letter and went over 
to a drawer. Instead of giving me the 
$5000 that I told him I wanted he 
commenced shooting at me: One shot 
hit me in the right eye and another in 
the side. I fired him then-in- order 
to save my own lite. I aimed at the 
hand in which he held the pistol. The 
first time I pulled the trigger the caft- 
tridge did not explode. I cannot re- 
member how many shots were fired. 
Then I ran up Market 'street, through 
some alleys and hid under a house. JI 
was unable to move I was so tired. 


| Besides my eye was burning and my 


side hurt.”’ 

Although he professes to feel great 
pain Fredericks ia not badly hurt. His 
eye is cut by splintered glass and the 
bullet which struck him in the breast 
did not enter the flesh. 

Fredericks admitted that he had fur- 
nished arms to Sontag at Folsom, but 
denied that he had murdered Sheriff 
Pascoe and Brakeman Bruce. 

“T would not have shot at the cashier 
if he had not been so bull-headed and 
fired at me,”’ continued Frederi«ks. “I 
had intended carrying the whole thing 
through so quietly at there woul 
have been no pursuit. After I got, the 
money I expected to make the cashier 
and his assistant go into the vault, 
and quietly “w ay. 
name is Bonnemont. "Fredericks is my 
middle name.”

Capt. Ryder continues: “After 
formation of a provisional governm 
the commander of the Cleopatra com» 
pelled the Spanish troops to retire to 
Greytown. They sailed for that place 
on the Cleopatra on the 5th inst. Lieut.- 
Col. Mann of the ship and seventy-five 
marines were left to prevent further 
trouble. After the vessel sailed that 
night a frightful riot commenced be- 
tween the Spanish soldiers and na- 
tives. The streets were filled with armed 
men, and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed. Two soldiers and one native 
were killed and several others were se- 
riously wounded. The foreign resi- 
dents sent for Col. Mann, encamped a 
short distance down the river. He 
came to our relief, and has since re- 
mained tn charge of the town. Cleo- 
patra returned on the 6th inst and in-. 
a the number of mem ashore to 


Yesterday (March 9) 400 rifles and 
35,000 rounds of ammunition were found 
in the brush near the town, and today 
14,000 more cartridges were discovered, 
having. been concealed by soldiers. It 
is believed they intended to returr, 
when the warship went away and sack 
the town.

REFORM IN LOCAL POLITICS. 


Edwin A. Meserve is a young man, 
who has evidently been gifted by Provi- 
dence with a very full sense of the 
value of his services, and who realizes 
the anxiety which is felt by his fellow- 
citizens to secure those services for the 
use of the county. Mr. Meserve is rep- 
resented as saying that he had con- 
cluded not to be a candidate for a seat on 
the Superior Court bench, but to make 
the race for the office of District At- 
torney. There would be nothing spe- 
cially remarkable about this statement 
were it not for the reasons which Mr. 
Meserve gives for his decision. He is 
represented as saying that since he 
thought of serving the people on the 
bench he has secured some lucrative 
business, which he would have to give 
up if he were a judge, and so he has 
concluded to take the District Attor- 
ney’s office—if he can get it, we pre- 
sume he means—because he says he can 
fill that position and attend to his pri- 
vate business at the same time. 

This is pretty strong sauce. In fact, 
it is almost too strong for our diges- 
tion. It would be funny if it were not 
a straw which indicates the existence 
of a condition of affairs that makes 
taxpayers grieve. This is a pretty good 
commentary on the need for an entire 
reform in the method of choosing our 
public servants,to which need The Times 
has referred at some length on several 
recent occasions. This young man—for, 
as a partial excuse for him, it should 
be stated that he only graduated from 
the high school in 1880—evidently thinks 
there is nothing at all incongruous or 
unreasonable in his proposition to ac- 
cept a large salary from the citzens 
of this county to perform certain du- 
ties, and then devote a considerable 
portion of his time to his private busi- 
ness. So far has the idea that public 
offige is a political reward become Iitn- 
pressed upon the people that a ma- 
jority of them will probably view this 
thing in the same light that Mr. Me- 
serve does, and will consider that if he 
is sufficiently lucky to carry off, the 
plum, he has a perfec? right to make 
all he can out of the office, while he 
is in it, and at the same time do as 
little work as possible. 

We believe, however, that the citi- 
gens of Los Angeles county, who may 
without flattery be characterized as 
exceptionally intelligent body of 
men, are beginning to have their eyes 
opened in this respect, and will not 
much longer submit to be fooled by 
active and enterprising wire-pullers and 
politicians, who promise everything be- 
fore the election and then laugh at 
the voters after they have accomplished 
their purposes.. We believe that this 
year will mark the commencement of 
@ new era in city and county politics. 
Citizens have been doing a vast amount 
of thinking of late, and one may hear 
on every hand a large amount of inde- 
pendent opinion, which, should it take 
the shape of action this fall, will make 
it somewhat difficult for unfit men to 
get into office. 

In this connection, we again remind 
voters that, to effect a reform, they 
must begin at the beginning. Itis of no 
use to wait until after the convention. 
It is even of little use to wait until 
the time when the convention meets, 
because by that time, in nine cases out 
of ten, everything has been s50 
thoroughly ‘“‘fixed”’ that the result is a 
foregone conclusion. As we have pre- 
viously stated, there must be a full, 
fair and free discussion of the merits 
and demerits of aspirants for public 
office as they present themselves. At 
the same time, citizens should carefully 
abstain from pledging themselves to 
any man or men for delegates to a con- 
vention...They may be sure that des- 
perate efforts will be made—in fact, 
are being made—to pledge them in 
euch manner, for this is the way in 
which such things are fixed up and the 
wool is pulled over the eyes of the peo- 
ple who are supposed to choose their 
public servants by ballot, but who, too 
frequently, have nothing to do but to 
choose between two unfit men who have 
been selected by those who happen to 
have charge of the local political ma- 
chine. The great thing which’ these 
manipulators dread is publicity. If they 
can only work like gophers in the dark 
they have no doubt about their ability 
to carry out their schemes, but it is 
very unpleasant for them to have the 
general public let into their covert 
piracy, This is why they always 
us how very improper and indeli- 
cate it is to anticipate the action of 
the convention and ventilate the char- 
acter of the gentlemen who are willing 
to let a public office run up against 
them. This is also why The Times is 
devoting considerable space to exposing 
the modus operandi of these schemers, 
and will continue to do so until the 
coming election. There are a great 
many well-meaning and public-spirited 
citizens who may be depended upon to 
do the right thing if they only know 
what the right thing is and how to do 
' it, They would not knowingly vote for 
an unfit man for public office, but they 
fall unwittingly into the traps which are 
cunningly set for them by these p 
ticed political workers, who make it a 
" study to have arguments ready that 
will appeal to all classes of citizens, 
good, bad or indifferent. It is especially 
for the benefit of this class 
of citizens that The Times pub- 
lishes and will continue to 
publish the needed exposures. In doing 
‘this we are certainly doing no more 


than should be expected of every alert 
journal that pretends to be devoted to 
the interests of the people, The trouble 
with the papers in such cases is, as a 
rule, that, however independent they 
may be in a general way, and however 
desirous of working for the benefit of 
the people,’ when election time comes 
around they find it impossible to 
emancipate themselves from the bonds 
of party, and almost before they know 
it, they are whooping up the claims 
of candidates on their ticket, whom 
they would not trust with a janitorship 
in their private business. This is in- 
deed the great obstacle in the way of 
securing reform in county and 
municipal affairs. It is the trump card 
of. the professional politician, who, 
after every other argument in favor 
of an unfit candidate for office has 
falied, always falls back on that old 
sterotyped gag about the necessity of 
standing in with your own party, un- 
less you wished to be classed as a 
traitor, a renegade, a2 mugwump, or 
half a dozen other terrible things, the 
mere mention of which carries awe into 
the minds of the younger and more 
timid voters, and often makes some 
impression on many men who ought to 
know better than to be scared by such 
bugaboos. For our part, we must re- 
fuse to believe or to ask others to be- 
lieve that the question of national. 
politics has or should have anything: 
whatever to do with the management. 
of the affairs of a county or city. 
Other things being equal, we shall,-of 
course, prefer a candidate who belongs 
to the Republican party, in whose 
great principles we believe, but a man 
will have to show some other claims 
besides the mere fact that he is a Re- 
publican in order to secure the in- 
dorsement and support of The Times 
as a candidate for office in this city or 
county. In this we are pleased to 
know that we represent a wide and 
rapidly-growing sentiment on the part 
of our citizens. In fact, the inclination; 
which is openly expressed by so many 
of the voters of this county to refuse’ 
any longer to be bound by strict party 
ties in. choosing their municipal and 
county servants, is one of the most en- 
couraging features of local politics.

There is abun- 
dance of reindeer food for 2,000,000 of 
these animals, and they will easily - | 
port 100,000 people. Reindeer expresses 
are likely to become the favorite mode 
of traveling. A speed of one hundred 
to one hundred and fifty miles per 
day is the usual gait, according to 
the condition of the roads. Reindeer 
skins will also take the place of buf- 
falo robes, since the extinction of the 
buffalo has made these too scarce and 
dear. Alaska abounds in mineral 
wealth, and the use of reindeer, as 
these are used in Siberia, is just what 
is needed to aid its development. 


The people have accepted with a good 
smile a number of features in connec- 
tion with the Midwinter Fair which 
are more or less questionable or in bad | 
taste, but the latest proposition in the 
shape of a sideshow attraction at the 
fair is certainly going a little too far, 
and it is pleasing to note that steps are 
being taken to prevent the affair from 
taking place. We refer to the pro- 
posed combat between a big lion and 
a grizzly bear, for which it is said that 
a number of tickets had been sold at 
$20 apiece. When it comes to a point 
where it will be necessary to give such 
brutal exhibitions as this jin order to 
keep up interest-in the fair it will be 
about time to close the gates. 


The New York Herald is a Demo- 
cratic paper, but of late seems to have 
experienced a change of heart, and is 
now begging Congress to go home and 
iet the McKinley tariff law alone. In 
this connection the Inter Ocean re- 
marks that “Strange things are ‘always 
recorded in times of great peril, and the 
Herald may again followits own éxam- 
ple of years ago and get back again into 
the ranks of the Republican party.

ALMOST DESERTED. 


But Few Men on First- 
street Hill. 


The “Industrial Army’ Will 
‘ Not Be Fed.: 


Associated Charities Investigating 
Every Case. 


Meeting of the Unemployed at the Old Court~ 
heuse—The Usual Talk of the Agi- 
tators — The Coxey 
Movement. 


Only thirty or forty of the unem- 
ployed gathered on First-street hill 
yesterday, to bask in the sunshine or 
sit in the shade there, as best suited 
them. 

Early in the afternoon “Capt.’’ Ber- 
nard and a man who the evidence goes 
to show was Vinette, the agitator, 
called at the office of the Associated 
Charities. President Pridham, who 
chanced to be in at the time, was ad- 
dressed by the latter of the two, in re- 
gard to whether the men will be given 
work on First-street hill. Mr. Pridham 
said that it was something with which 
his organization has nothing to do, 
The Associated Charities was organized 
for the purpose of giving assistance 
to the deserving residents of the, city 
who are in need. Those who wish to 
receive help from. it must subntit to 
the rules by which each case is in- 
vestigated as reported. 

An incident occurred yesterday, which 
proves that among the unemployed 
there are many men who do not want 
work. A shipping master came up 
from San Pedro yesterdey to try and 
get some men for vesse's now at that 
port. He made a canvass of the crowd 
congregated at the First-street hill and 
other places, and found over thirty 
sea-faring men among them. They 
were offered work, but in every case 
refused, the only excuse offered bein 
in some cases where the men claime 
that they feared violence at the hands 
of union sailors in case they at- 
tempted to ship. In consequence, the 
shipping master returned to San Pedro 
empty-handed. 

In the | a largely-attended 
meeting was held from steps of 
the old Courth@use. ‘Commander’ 
Vinette had a good deal to say, but 
there were a number of other speakers, 
among whom were-‘Capt."’ (Miss) Jack- 
son of the Salvation Army. She did 
not allude to the “industrial army,” 
but said the organization she repre- 
sented is in sympathy with men in 
need. Her remarks seemed ta create 
quite an impression, 

John Robson made a speech, in 
which he said among other things that 
the men should be law-abiding in or- 
ganizing. The palice of this city, he 
said, are laying awake nights trying 
to find some way to get at the men. 

After the crowd had spent two hours 
or more in listenifg to speeches, Vin- 
ette said he woul@ read a proposition 
which “Capt.” Bernard, together with 
himself, had prepared. The proposition 
was in the form 6f a memorial or peti- 
tion to the City Council. It was first, 
that the signers will agree to work for 
the city for $1.60 per day. Should this 
not be accepted, the second propos:tion 
is that the signers will agree’ to work 
for a sufficient length of time to earn 
the necessary equipment to start the 
second “‘regiment” toward Washington. 
The propositions were both adopted as

_Vinette said the men are through. 

‘shflly-shallying’’ with the Council. 
They have fulfilled their part of the 
contract, but the Council has not lived 
up to its part of the bargain whereby 
the men were to work one day on 
First-street hill and receive two* days’ 
rations therefor. , 

Once during the meeting Vinette re- 
marked there might be some newspa- 
per reporters present, and in order to 
show them how things were, he would 
like to have all the members of the 
second “regiment’”’ who were not afraid 
to show their colors, to hold up their 
hands. About one hundred hands went 


up. 

Vinette urged that the men retain 
their good name by refraining from the 
commission of any overt act. He said 
if the Council does not accept either of 
the propositions to be submitted to it, 
he will go with the second ‘‘regiment’’ 
and will leave town without rations. He 
had received assurances from a num- 
ber of towns that the men will be well 
— if they decide to start on the jour- 

The Associated Charities began yes- 
terday a discriminate system of giving 
meals or provisions to the unemployed 
men. Hereafter that organization will 
investigate each case of a man who ap- 
plies for help. He will be asked if he is 
connected with the organization known 
as the “industrial army.” If he ans- 
wers in the affirmative, he will be told 
the Associated Charities will not help 
him. If not, his case will be investi- 
gated, and if found worthy, he will be 
given help. 

Men with families, where found to be 
deserving, will have provisions taken 
to their houses, and such men will not 
be given meal-tickets, but will be told 
to go home to their meals. 
of single men who are 
of the city will also be in- 
vestigated. 

Notwithstanding the fact the rules 
are strict, the managers of the Asso- 


ciated Charities desire that no person 


who is in need will, on account of fear 
of investigation or of false modesty, 
refrain from applying for assistance. 
The association has been formed to 
give aid where needed, and that is 
what is it proposed to do. 

Any person having even a little work 
to give at this time will confer a great 
favor by leaving their names and ad- 
dress with the Associated Charities. As 
men are applying constantly for work, 
ever so little paid for would be a help 
in the way of relieving the urgent 
needs of the unemployed. , 

There are a many very worthy 
needy persons in the city. If every 
one will do a little myeh dinwess can 
be relieved. 

Where provisions are gent to need 
families the articles given are judi- 
ciously selected. No luxuries are pro- 
vided, but rather what will make plain, 
substantial food. Daintles, of course, 
are sometimes included in cases of 
sickness. 

As an example of how 
some people are about buying pro- 
visions with limited means a case which 
was made known within the past few 
days may be cited. It was reported 
to the Associated Charities late last 
Saturday afternoon that a certain fam- 
ily was in need. It was too late to in- 
vestigate, and so a blank order was 
given for groceries amounting to $2.

COXEY'S BAD RECORD. 

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) March 23.—A 
special to the Times from Newcastle, 
Ky., says that James 8S. Coxey, the 
commander-in-chief of the army of un- 
employed, who proposes walking to 
Washington and making demands on 
Congress, owned a farm in this vicinity 
a few years ago. His reputation is here 
not of the best.

THE FEELING AT WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, March 23.—There is 
one circumstance which may interfere 
with the general feature of Gen. 
Coxey’s marching programme at Wash- 
ington. It has been stated that the ob- 
ject of his bringing of his army here 
is to assemble it on the stairs of the 
Capitol on the ist of May, for the pur- 
pose of impressing its views upon Con- 
gress. To do this it will be necessary 
to first secure authority from Congress, 
as there are specific acts upon the 
statute books forbidding the assem- 
bling of crowds in the Capitol or in the 
Capitol grounds, or the holding of any 
public meeting except the sessions of 
Congress and the assemblages which 
are incident to the inauguration of a 
President. Congress has always shown 
itself very jealous of the general use 
of the Capitol buildings and grounds, 
and a departure in favor of Coxey's 
brigade is most unlikely. 

The commissioners of the District of 
Columbia have not considered as a 
board the coming invasion of Coxey's 
army. Commissioner Ross said today:

If it is 
a body that threatens the peace, it is 
supposed that the Governors of the 
States will arrest its progress. We will 
probably not take any action until we 
hear that the body has starte@é. When 
we hear that [t has actually started 
and is moving on Washington, instruc- 
tions will be given to the public to 
properly deal with them.” ?

BL PASO, March 23.—Gen. Fry and 
his regiment of tramps left town this 
afternoon, going east.

CHARTER AMENDMENT 


The Mass-meeting to Be Held 
This Evening. 


Prominent Citizens Who Will Deliver Ad- 
dresses—Some Suggestions as Pre~ 
sented by City Attorney 
McFarland. 


The meeting at the Grand Opera- 
house this evening to consider the pro- 
posed amendments to the city charter 
promises to be largely attended. Hon, 
Joseph Medill and Mr. Harmon will 
deliver addresses, and speeches will be 
made by a number of well-known c‘ti- 
zens. All citizens having the »5est in- 
terests of the city at heart are invited 
to attend. 


In view of the meeting a Times re- 
porter yesterday called on, City Attor- 
ney McFarland to inquire what sug- 
gestions he had to make as to such 
amendments. He stated that about two 
years ago he had prepared and sub- 
mitted amendments by which the 
Treasurer's office was abolished and the 
duties of that office imposed upon the 
Tax Collector. The Auditor’s office was 
abolished and the Clerk made ex-officio 
the Auditor. The most important 
change was the abolishing of the office 
of Assessor, it being proposed to adopt 
the assessment made by the County 
Assessor,as contemplated by section 3671 
of tue Political Code and the act of 
February 28, 1891, which provides that 


the County Asses@or must furnish to 


the city a copy of his assessment upon 
the payment of 12% cents per folio. 
These were the principal changes made, 
the others being only the carrying out 
of the details made necessary by ‘hese 
changes. He also stated that there is 
@ constant clash between the provi- 
sions of the charter and the genzrai 
laws in regard to the procedure in re- 
lation to changes of grade, condemna- 
tion of property for street purp ses, 
as well as the improvement of streets 
and the assessment of the cost thereof. 
And, that since the Supreme Court hed 
decided that the general law must gov- 
ern in such matters it would be better 
to repeal all of the provisions of the 
charter in these particulars. As _ to 
whether %he Board of Park Commis- 
sioners should be appointed by the 
Council or the Governor, and the Street 
Superintendent be elected by the peo- 
ple, or appointed by the Council he ex- 
pr no opinion. He was of the 
opinion that the Mayor and Council- 
men should serve without salary, as 
the duties of these offices do not re- 
quire all of their time, besides expe- 
rience has shown that about the sarne 
class of citizens aspire to these offices 
whether a salary is paid or not. 

He did not consider that the affairs 
of the city were conducted in an ex- 
travagant manhter and claimed that a 
comparison of the amounts expended 
in the past six years would show ‘that 
while the necessities of the city had 
that the 
tax-rate and the amount expended had 
not increased in the same proportion. 
In 1888-9 (the last year in which the 
city was under Democratic rule) the 
assessment-roll was $39,479,000, and the 
rate $1.50 per hundred; $564,000 was 
raised and expended as follows (in 
round numbers:) 


Interest, $45,175; cash, $217,530; fire, 
$71,259; , $81,397; sprinkling, $21,000; 
sewer, $1125; schools, $75.000; library, 


In 1889-90 (the first year under Re- 
ublican rule) the assessment-roll was 
46,997,000, and the rate was only $1.10. 
In 1890-91 the roll was $49,608,000, and 
the rate $91.20. In 1891-92 the roll was 
$45,966,000, and the rate $1.10. In 1892-93 
the roll was $45,310,000, and the rate $1. 
In 1893-94 the rate was $1.20, and the 
amount raised was $567,395, which was 
expended as_ follows: Interest and 
sinking. fund, $95,410; 
fire, gas, $650,000; 
$35,000 schools, $82,000; 

sarks, $50,000. Since 1888 $200,000 has 
been spent for schoolhouses; $374,000 
for the internal system of sewers, and 
$395.000 for the outfall sewer, one-twen- 
tieth of which sums, as well as interest 
on the whole, has been raised each 
ear by taxation. Since then the num- 
Ao of school children as well as teach- 
ers and the school expenses have 
greatly increased. Many miles of 
streets have been opened, graded and 
improved, which the city is required 
to sprinkle, sweep and keep in repair. 
The fire department has been largely 
increased, both in the amount of ap- 


‘paratus and the number of employees, 


a fine public library has been built 
up from almost nothing, and $50,000 a 
year is expended upon the parks, as 
against nothing in 1888. Fifty thousand 
dollars a year is devoted to the sink- 
ing fund, and still the tax-rate is 90 
cents less on the $100 than it was six 
years ago, and the assessment-roll hag 
increased less than eight millions, a 
showing which he thought ourht to 
reflect credit upon the present adminis- 
tration.

THE FURNALD CASE, 


Strong Evidence Against Mrs. Garner Was 
Wholly Ignored. 

(San Francisco Call, Thursday:) The 
confession of Walter Guy Furnald 
hat he participated ig the robbery of 
imon Jacobson’s house, and the alle- 
gations he makes concefning thuse who 
were associated with him in the crime, 
have caused people to wonder just 
what mighty power was brought to 
bear to extricate Mrs. Kate C. Garner 
and her son, Harry WEarle, from the 
trouble into which they were drawn 
by the affair. 

Mrs. Garner and her son were ar- 
rested with Furnald in Los Argeles, 
brought to this city, and confined in the, 
City rison. 

The woman anf boy were released 
on bonds, and then, later on, when 
their cases came up for hearing, were 
completely expnerated. 

The authotities made no effort at 
all to prosecute them, but, on the con- 
trary. went so far as to express 
opinion that both were innocent, ont 
yet there was no overwhelming reason 
why this should have been done. 

The morning following the robbery 
Mrs, Garner gave every evidence that 
she was in some way concerned in 
the matter. The officers who were 
working upon the case declared their 
firm belief in her complicity. 

When Miss Minnie Jacobson discov- 
ered that her father had been robbed 
she immediately suspected her gay 
friends of the crime, and went in 
search of them. 

Arriving at the Princess, she was 
met by the landlady of the place, who 
conveyed her card to Mrs. Garner's 
apartments. 

When Mrs. Garner learned who her 
visitor was, she created quite a scene. 
Falling on her knees, she pleaded with 
the landlady not to let Miss Jacobson 
come fear her. 

“For God's sake, don’t let. that 
woman see me,"” she exclaimed. ‘Let 
me out the back way before she gets 
in, or she will kill me. I am a ruined 
woman. 1 am done with’ thieves, 
crooks and blacklegs. I have been 
with them too long, and now I have got 
into trouble.” 

e landiady allowed Mrs. Garner 
to go, then informed Miss Jacobson 
that she was not in. 

That same afternoon Mrs. Garner re- 
turned to her roome, and, showing the 
landlady a Jetter, stated that it was 
from her mother in Los Angeles, who 
was dying, and explained that she 
would have to start south immediately. 

The landlady of the Princess told of 
these incidents to several newspaper 
men and a few officers on the day that 
they transpired, and at the same time 
pronounced her firm conviction in Mrs, 
Garner’s guilty knowledge. 

When the woman was on trial, how- 
ever, the landlady was not called upon 
to testify, nor was any reference made 
to the statements she had made rela- 
tive to Mrs, Garner's conduct, Then 
there is another circumstance which 
also tended to prove Mrs. Garner less 
innocent than she pretended to be. 
Just a few hours before she showed 
the landlady the letter supposed to 
contain the announcement of her 
mother’s iliness she showed Clerk Bar- 
nett of the Mint a telegram which she 
claimed contained the same informa- 
tion. This discrepancy in her state- 
ments was also quite well known, but 
it was overlooked during the trial. 

Relative to the story told by the 
landlady, after a lapse of twenty-four 
hours, it underwent many changes,The 
second day after the robbery the land- 
lady expressed deep sympathy for Mrs. 
Garner, and regretted that she had 
spoken so freely. It was then that 
another feature of the case devdloped 
only to fade from view again when the 


trial was held.

who sported around town for awhile, 
but who immediately disappeared after 
the crime was committed. They took 
with them all the jewelry save the 
$2000 returned by Furnald. . 
In the confession it is made appear 
that Mrs. Garner knew all the while 
that a plan to rob the Jacobsons was 
on foot, and that is why people are 
wondering just how'it was that no ef- 
fort was made to convict her and what 
mighty influence helped her out of her 
trouble.

Throwing Away His Money on Fast 
Companions. 


A Wild Expedition Up the Colorado the Ex- 
penses ‘of Which Were Paid by ex-

Most people who were in Los Angeles 
during the boom will remember Bayard 
T. Smith. Mr. Smith came down from 
San Francisco and, having considerable 
capital, he went into real estate specu-

tnade many friends throughout South- 
ern California. When matters flattened 
out and business returned ta its nor- 
mali condition, Mr. Smith returned to 
San Francisco, where he has since re- 
sided, and was supposed to be doing 
well. It appears, however, that he has 
disappeared frum the city: under cir- 
cumstances that indicate he is 
mentally unbalanced, as will be seen

“Mr. and Mrs. Bayard T. Smith, ac- 
companed by ex-Senator Fair, his sec- 
retary and a party_of friends, left here 
eee for a hunting and pleasure trip 
up the Colorado River.” 

Then the relatives grew anxious. They 
knew that the Mrs. Smfth referred to 
could not be the real one, for she had 
not left the city. Detective John Cur- 
tain was employed, and an investigation 
was set afoot. It resulted in finding a 
atate of facts that surprised all con- 


cerned. 

Mrs. Smith, as one of the heirs of 
the rich.

HEAVY SENTENCE. | 


A “*Sure-thing’’ Operator Gets 500 Days on 
the Chain Gang. 

Justice Austin is determined to deal 
with the members of the ‘‘sure-thing”’ 
fraternity according to their deserts 
whenever they are brought before him 
in future, and as an earnest of his in- 
tentions he fined Charles Myrtle $500, 
with the alternative of 500 days im- 
prisonment in the City Jail, when that 
smooth fakir appeared before him to 
receive sentence. Myrtle, who was con- 
victed by a jury of having defrauded a 
tourist named Smith out of $36 by 
means of the “‘locket’’ fake, doubtless 
expected to escape with a $60 fine, for 
game sport though he is, he almost 
fainted when he heard the judgment 
of the court. It is probable, however, 
that Justice Austin’s actiom will have

STILL SOME DOUBT. 


The Rival Roads are Watching 
Each Other. 


| on a New Arizona Enterprise— 
Lost Tickets—Heavy Travel—Gen- 
eral, Local and Personal 
Mention. 


The situation in the transcontinental 
rate war is a most peculiar one. Al- 
though both the Santa Fe and Southern 
Pacific have instructed agents that the 
rates will be restored on the 3ist inst., 
neither road has sent formal notice to 
that effect to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, both waiting for the other 
to take. the initiative. It is claimed 
that, under the Jew, the general pas- 
senger. agents put off the notifica- 
tlon- te the commisioners until the day 
before therates: are to take effect, 

the “company’s agents have 
notified ten-days previously. This 
ruling may have been made by the 
railroad officials themselves, but they 
are acting as though it was good law. 
The two rival roads have agreed be- 
tween them to put up the rates on 
the 3lst, but, under the circumstances, 
they will not be compelled to do so. 
The rates will undoubtedly go up on 
the date named, but the agreement 
on a truce may yet be broken before, 
it goes into effect. 

A NEW FOLDER. 

The general passenger department 
of the Santa Fe system has issued a 
new folder that is such a radical de- 
parture from the old style that it is 
wholly unfamiliar to the road’s best 
friends. The title page, on its upper 
half, presents a large circle, inclosing 
a .map of North America, whereon is 
depicted clearly and with fidelity the 
various lines of the great system. This 
is very good, and the idea has been 
used successfully by the Canadian Pa- 
cific. The lower half of the page is 
encompassed by a grill-work border, 
which, in combination with a flying 
scroll, forms a frame for an open 
square, in which is printed the names 
of the various roads comprising the 
system. The side sections of the bor- 
der are surmounted by flourishes, resting 
upon the eastern and western sections 
of British America. The most striking 
feature of the design caps it all... A 
lion rampant, ‘‘head up and tail aris- 
ing,’’ stands upon the circle, with left 
fore and left hind pawW resting on the 
far northern lands of Canada, while 
his other feet are over on the other 
side, probably on icebergs. The sig- 
nificance of the lion in the design is not 
obvious, but it may have been adopted 
by the railroad’s receivers out of def- 
erence to the English bondholders. 

A WORSE MUDDLE. 
CHICAGO, March 23.—The California- 
rate situation is today‘in a worse mud- 
die than it has been at any time, and 
there is no telling when it will im- 
prove. The Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation convened again today, but. no 
report of the Atchison was made, and 
when Chairman Caldwell went to the 
office of that road he was informed the 
Atchison did not propose to attend any 
meeting. This decision was brought 
about by a telegram from the Union 
Pacific, which informed the latter that 
as the Atchison had been the first to 
reduce the rates it must be the first 
to ‘restore them. The Union Pacific 
also made it a condition of restoring 
rates west of the Missouri River, that 
the Atchison should restore them east 
of the river. As the Union Pacific has 
no line east of the river, the Atchison 
simply took this demand as corro!’ >ra- 
tive evidence of a combination between 
the Union Pacific and the Northwest- 
ern, and promptly refused to negotiate 
longer. Not one of the lines has an 
idea of what will develop next. 
WILLIAM GARLAND’S NEW PROJECT 
SOLOMONVILLE, (Ariz.,) March 
23.—William Garland, owner of the Gila | 
Valley, Globe and Northern Railway, 
has been here for two days con- 
ferring with the citizens about which 
line should be adopted through this 
valley. An agreement was reached by 
which the road will come to Solomon- 
ville, and the first depot on the line 
will be here. The road will reach here 
July 1, and Thomas by October.

PASADENA, March 23.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)
